SEC. 3. The proper authorities of said county shall
annually levy in addition to all other taxes, and include in
the general tax an amount sufficient to pay the interest on
the bonds so issued, and when any part of the principal
is about to become due a sufficient amount to pay such
principal, and the amount so levied shall be extended and
collected the same as other taxes.

SEC. 4. The bonds issued under the provisions of this
act, shall be signed by the chairman of the board of coun-
ty commissioners, and countersigned by the auditor ot
said county, and said auditor shall keep a record .of all
bonds so issued, showing the numbers, dates, amounts, to
whom issued and when payable.

SEC. 5. It shall be the duty of said county cbmmis-
sionsrs, to see that said bonds are faithfully applied, for the
purpose herein specified and none other, and they shall
have authority to negotiate said bonds as they deem best
for the interests of the county. Provided, That they shall
not negotiate the same at less than their par value.
